In every Ohio hamlet and city to- 
morrow, the first drivers' licenses 
required by legislature by Oct. 1, 
will go on sale 
through deputy

The 
sale

through the registrars appointed 
last week by Frank West, regis- 
trar of motor vehicles. Licenses | 
will be 40 cents for the average 
motorists and 90 cents for chauf- 
feurs (professional drivers). 


It was estimated that one out of 


every three Ohioans would have 
licenses by the effective date of 
the law — or approximately 3,- 
000,000. 


Those motorists who drive pas- 


senger cars, are 
n<ore than 
18 


years old, and are fit physically 
and mentally, will be given a li- 
cense upon application to a deputy 
registrar and payment of the fee. 
Of this fee, 25 cents goes to the 
state to pay the cost of the en- 
forcement, and 15 cents goes to 
the deputy for writing the appli- 
cation. 


Minors under 18 may obtain li- 


censes but will be required to take 
an examination, no matter how 
long they have been driving. 


Drivers with less than a year's 


experience will be granted tempor- 
ary instruction permits which will 
allow them to drive for 90 days 
when accompanied by a licensed 
driver, after which an examination 
will be required.

Three Developments Cited As Cause of Sharp 


Decline in Revenue Funds

Editor's Note:- This is the first of two articles on the financial 


plight of the public schools of Ohio. It points out the extent of the 
sharp decline in school revenues from taxation between 1930 and 1935 
and the reductions in school expenditures. 
The second article, to 


appear shortly, tti/Z describe the solution offered 
in the enactment 


of the Srhool foundation Law by the 91st General Assembly and the 
problem still existing in the financing of this minimum school program. 


Three developments in Ohio's taxation program since 1930 have 


been responsible for a loss to the schools of $62,000,000 from local 
property taxes. 
The first was the classfication amendment to the 


state constitution which set a lower rate for money, stocks, and 
other intangibles. The second was [ 
the reduction in tax duplicates due | 
to lower real estate 
valuations, j 


The third was the constitutional 
amendment which reduced the tax 
limitation from 15 to 10 mills. 


Drop $62,000,000 


Due to those changes, property 


. ^tax levies produced for all school 
JPpurposes, including debt, a total 


of only $74,266,686 in 1935 as 
compared with 
$136,166,742 
in 


1930, or a drop nearly $62,000,- 
000. 
In the same five-year per- 


iod school debt charges declined 
$9,000,000 so that the net loss in 
school revenues for current oper- 
ating costs was $53,000,000. Ac- 
tually this drop would have been 
greater if the 
people had not 


voted school levies outside the 
limitation in many districts.

JAPAN'S AIMS 


J 


APAN'S announcement of her intention 


to have a submarine fleet 30 per rent 


larger than Great Britain or the United 
States is the latest move in a complicated 
series of maneuvers dating back and even 
preceding Japan's denunciation of the 
London naval treaty of 1930. The import 
of her proposals must be considered both 
in relation to conditions in the Far East and 
to her hopes for the Pacific. 


The future of the Pacific triangle and 


of the policies of several nations has been 
especially in doubt since Japan followed 
her denunciation of the 1930 treaty by re- 
fusing to join in a new London treaty last 
Spring. The situation went back to the 
Washington 
conference 
of 
1921-1922, 


.which limited naval construction and 
"froze" the-fortifications in the Pacific as 
among this country, Japan and Great Bri- 
tain. 


Since last Spring Japan has proceeded 


swiftly in its program for larger arma- 
ments. Perfection of the national defense, 
as it was called, was recently placed at the 
head of seven major policies for the 1937- 
1938 
fiscal year. A larger army, integra- 


tion of its air forces and naval building that 
will make Japan's navy the equal or sup- 
erior of that of the United States or Great 
Britain were among the projects envision- 
ed. 


For this attitude Japan's relations with 


Russia may be the chief motivation. An- 
other reason may be the internal situation, 
which was stressed at the Institute of Pa- 
cific Relations. There it was admitted 
thoughtful Japanese foresee the possibility 
of a Socialistic 
government 
for 
their 


country. The institute discussed the gov- 
ernment's punishment of the Socialist 
army rebels of February as part of its sym- 
posium on the effects of Communism and 
other social beliefs on Japan's future. 


The Pacific problem is complicated by 


the impending independence of the Philip- 
pines, conditions in China, Australian rela- 
tions and what this country may do now 
that the old arrangement for peaceful sta- 
.bility in Pacific has been put aside. Thus 
problems on many fronts, all of the great- 
est importance, must be examined in con- 
sidering Japan's motives. Japan found her- 
self under attack from many directions at 
the Pacific Institute. Her latest move would 
indicate that sh eintends to proceed on a 
militant course regardless of international 
opinion. 


WHAT OF RUTH BRYAN OWEN ? 


WfASHINGTON — Behind the cordial ex- 


change of telegrams by wnich Roose- 


velt accepted the resignation of Ruth Bry- 
an Owen Rhode as American Minister to 
Denmark, there is a long and unique story. 


It began when the daughter of William 


Jennings Bryan became the first woman 
diplomat ever to represent 
the 
United 


States abroad. This in itself was no mean 
assignment, and the career boys in the 
State Department balked like steers before 
they gave it to her. 


The only thing that brought them around 


was a White House intimation that Mrs. 
Owen might be appointed Assistant Secre- 
tary of State. So they thought it would be 
better to have her across the Atlantic 
rather than just down the corridor.

Cleft palate is a very serious 


handicap in life. It is usually as- 
sociated with a hare lip, which con- 
sists in a cleft in the lip to one 
side of the midllne, the cleft going 
right into the nostril and being 
carried back to the roof of the 
mouth so that there is a gaping 
fissure into the center of the nose. 
It Is estimated that one out of 
every 2,400 babies Is born with this 
deformity. 


The palate consists of two parts 


—the hard, bony part in front, and 


down at the base of tht tongue. 
The soft palate uses its muscles 
to close off the back of the nasal 
passages from the mouth in swal- 
lowing, and to divert the air which 
is exhaled from the lungs through 
the nasal passages. 


Frequently the aoft palate alone 


la found cleft In the baby, and 
makes itself known by the fact 
that milk Instead of being swal- 
lowed regurgitates into the nose. 
When the hard palate also is cleft, 
difficulties of feeding of this kind 


Cause of Deformities 


The cause of these deformities 


Is a failure in embryoligical de- 
velopment. 
In the formation of 


the face in the foetus in the womb, 
the two sides grow around toward 
each other just as you would bring 
your two arms around in front and 
clasp your fingers. Each side car- 
ries the same organs, so that we 
have bilateral facial features. The 
site when union takes place can 
be seen in the philtrum or depres- 
sion in the middle of the upper lip, 
This union takes place about the 
third month of intra-uterine life, 
and its failure is the cause of cleft 
palate and hare lip. 


The consequences of these de- 


formities, if allowed to go on, are 
very crippling. The difficulty in eat- 
ing makes for poor nutrition. The 
regurgitation of food into the deli- 
cate nasal cavities disposes to- 
ward infection and ear troubles. 
The effect on appearance and the 
well-known difficulties of speech 
have an inevitable effect on the 
child's psychology. 


Cleft palate or hare lip Is never 


outgrown, although this belief la 
cherished by many people to the 
detriment of their children. Plates 
fitted to the roof of the mouth to 
cover the cleft are never satisfac- 
tory. Fortunately, as I have said, 
modern/plastic surgery has been 
brought to such a state that It 
may be said that any case of this 
kind, no matter how severe, can be 
improved, and most of them can 
be restored, so that hardly any diffi- 
culty remains. 


Most surgeons skilled In this 


work think that the best time to 
operate is between six and eight- 
een months. The earlier the better 
if the child Is In good physical con- 
dition and the tissues are well 
enough developed to permit of ap- 
position. It is very important to 
attempt closure before the child be- 
gins to speak, so as to avoid de- 
fective articulation.
